LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

AB 1254, asintroduced, Davis. Nursing.

Existing law, the Nursing Practice Act, prohibits a person from
engaging in the practice of nursing without holding alicense which is
in an active status issued by the Board of Registered Nursing.

This bill would make nonsubstantive changes to these provisions.

1 SECTION 1. Section 2732 of the Business and Professions

3 2732. No person shal engage in the practice of nursing, as
4 defined in Section 2725, without holding a license-whieh that is
5 in an active status issued under this chapter except as otherwise
6 providedinthisact.

7 Every licensee may be known as a registered nurse and may
8 placetheletter letters “R. N.” after his or her name.
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
